Nation building is supposed to be a slow process. 
Yet within the 


memory of men living Japan has developed from an unknown people into a 
world power. 


Only a few decades ago the Japanese were considered little more than 
barbarians. Today their military prowess and national spirit are causing 


the powers of Europe not only amazement, but anxiety. 


It is never to be forgotten that a great war is the supreme test of na­ 


tional efficiency. Not only does it bring to the touchstone the courage, dis­ 


cipline and endurance of the arm y and navy, the intelligence and skill of 


the officers and the leadership of the generals and admirals; it also tries 


severely the public spirit, determination and self-sacrifice of the civil popula­ 


tion, and it puts to the proof the foresight and statesm anship of the nation’s 


public men, their power to foresee all contingencies and their capacity to 
make full preparation for them. 


It is no longer to be denied that a great world power has arisen in the 


orient and that this new condition is regarded by the European nations as 
a very serious matter. Even England, which is Japan’s special ally in the 


present war, is far from being at ease over future possibilities. 


The London Statist, which is said to be the organ of the great financial 
interests of England, significantly says: 


“It is impossible for the most skeptical to refuse to recognize that we 


are face to face with a world power which is destined to exercise great in­ 


fluence, not only in the East, but also in the W'est—that, in fact, the as­ 


cendency of Europe is at an end now that there are two non-European great 
powers.’’ 


The idea which has long been upperm ost in the minds of the jingo 


statesmen of Europe is the dividing out of the great Chinese empire. Up to 
J 


the present time the chief difficulty in the way has been the jealousy of the 


various nations, each desiring to secure the lion’s share and each fearing 
to be overreached by some of the others. 


Russia h a s .seized upon the vast N orthern province of 
Manchuria. 


France has appropriated Cochin-China in the South. England has got posses­ 


sion of Hongkong at the mouth of the Canton river and holds a 99-year 


lease on an extensive region in the interior. Germany has a like lease of the 
province of Shantung, facing on the Yellow sea. 


The partition of China was well begun and the nations concerned were 
only waiting for some fitting opportunity to complete the work 
without 


quarreling among themselves, when they are confronted with the sudden 


rise to great power of Japan, which has driven Russia nearly out of Man- 
:huria and will soon fully accomplish the work. 


W hy should not Japan’s next step be the driving of the Germans 
out 
of Shantung? 


If this can be done, it would be in order to arouse the whole of China 


and India and drive all Europeans out of Asia. 


Under such leadership and following as the Japanese have exhibited in 
the war with the Russians it could easily be done.

Guthrie, O. T., May 12.—The death 
list of Wednesday night’s tornado at 
Snyder is expected 
to exceed 
IOO. 
Eighty-live bodies have been recovered: 
a dozen persons are missing and given 
up for dead, and of the forty-one seri­ 
ously wounded seven are fatally hurt. 
More than IOO others suffered less 
severe injuries. 
Relief is being sent 
from neighboring towns. 
From Okla­ 
homa City went 1<#> men to dig graves 
and seek the dead still in the ruins, 
and also a dozen undertakers with IOO 
coffins. 
Offers of financial assistance 
have come from numerous cities. Gov­ 
ernor Ferguson, of Oklahoma, has is­ 
sued a proclamation calling attention 
to the needs of the stricken town. 


F ire IJreaks O ut in th e R u in s. 
It is still difficult to obtain informa­ 
tion from Snyder. 
A single telegraph 
wire furnishes 
an outlet, but it is 
blocked with private messages 
con­ 
cerning the dead and injured. To add 
to the general confusion and distress 
after the tornado had passed lire broke 
out and burned up all that remained 
of the buildings on one of the busi­ 
ness blocks. 
So far it has not been 
possible to lind out whether or not any 
bodies were cremated, but it is highly 
possible that such is the case. 


T h ey W ere U nited in D ea th . 
An unidentified woman was picked 
up dead, having been pinioned to the 
ground by a scantling which entered 
her left eye and came out through the 
back of lier head. Clarence Donovan, 
a railroad engineer, and Miss Nina 
Fessengen were to have bi'en married 
Wednesday night, but had just post­ 
poned the nuptials 
until 
yesterday 
morning. 
I loth were instantly killed. 
Fred Crump, a boy. had started to a 
ceiler when a flying timber struck him 
and severed his head from his body. 


D eb ris C arried T w elv e M iles. 
Debris was carried to the northeast 
as far as Cooperton. twelve miles, and 
it is reported that there are more of 
the fragments of homes at that town 
and in that vicinity than are in the 
tornado path at Snyder. About seven­ 
ty-five head of horses and cattle were 
killed on the town site. 
The mayor 
of Snyder is having much trouble ar­ 
ranging for the burial of the dead. 
The confusion is great, owing to the 
fact that there remain a number of un­ 
identified indies at the morgues. There 
is much suffering, owing to lack of 
provisions and places to stay.

The Chicago Chronicle, 
comment­ 
ing on the acquittal of I. N. Perry, the 
former La Crosse 
banker 
charged 
with arson, says: 
“The acquittal of Isaac N. Terry of 
a charge of arson in the destruction 
of a manufacturing plant 
at 
Hege- 
wisch was more than a mere act of 
justice to an individual falsely accus­ 
ed. 
It was an emphatic vindication 
of a man who, judged solely by the 
testimony in the case and the deduc­ 
tions of counsel, appears to have been 
the victim of a conspiracy and the 
misuse of the machinery of the law. 
“ Not only did the prosecution fail 
to produce any testimony calculated 
to establish even the presumption of 
guilt, as shown 
by the 
unanimous 
verdict of acquittal within five min­ 
utes after the close of the case, but 
the principal witnesses of the prosecu­ 
tion were denounced in open court 
as conspirators and perjurors. 
“The verdict of the jury confirms 
the opinion which has always been 
held by those acquainted 
with 
the 
character of the defendant that his- 
prominence and a combination of fi­ 
nancial circumstances caused him to 
be singled out as a victim of perse­ 
cution and made him all the more 
easy prey of an ex parte inquisitorial 
procedure. 
The surprising fact was 
that the instigators of the conspiracy 
should have been able to impose upon 
those charged with the public admin- 
i-tration of justice to the extent re- 
veaeld at the tiral after the ac-cused 
had already been acquited at a pre­ 
liminary hearing. 
“However gratifying the acquittal 
of Mr. Perry may be in view of these 
revelations, it is not enough that one 
individual should obtain a vindication 
under such circumstances.
